There 
are a few disabilities in which men 
and women, who have suffered in- 
jurics resulting in the loss of an 
arn), a lez, certain muscular func- 
tions, or even eyesight, have. throngh 
proper attention and training, reeor- 
ered their former earning eapaeity 
and possibilities of promotion. 

Disabled persons cannot be re- 
habilituted in groups, declares the 
Southern. Workman, Because of 
vnktying degrees of disability, odu- 
cation, age, edpacity, energy, spirit 
or determination, each case presents 
ie own, problem and difficulties and 
requires its owt specific solution. 
The whole work is organized on 
what’ is known as the case method. 
The disabled person is interviewed 
for the purpose of securing a com- 
plete inventory regarding his dis- 
ability, education, occupational ex- 
periences, capacity, personality, fi- 
yancial resources, attitude toward 
rehabilitation, his desire concerning 
reluen fo employment, opportuni- 
ties for employment and possibly 
other factors. . All these factors are 
thoroughly: studied for the purpose 
of deyeloping the best plan of re- 
habitation in each cage, Such a 
plan in all cases requires, on the 
port of the rehabilitation ageht, a 
general service to the dishbled per- 
eon in the nature of advisement, 
kuicla ne and co-operation, This 
rervice dogs not cease until the dis- 
ated person has been definitely es- 
tablished in remuneratire employ-

INSECT PLAGUE SPREADS 


The spread of the Mexican bean 
beetle to higher altitudes is appar- 
ent to entomologists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 
Three or four years ago the Mexi- 
enn bean beetle was not found higher 
than 5,000 feet above sca level in 
Colorado and at ‘elevations as high 
as 7.000 feet in New Mexico. Quite 
recently authentic reports have been 
ved of the occurrence of this 
pest at altitudes above 7,000 feet in 
New Mexico and one of its oocur- 
rence at Chaffee, Buena Vista coun- 
ty, Colorado, at an elevation of 8,- 
231 feet. In Mexico it is known to 
occur in Tachla, state of Puebla, at 
an elevation of 7,110 feet. The state 
entomologist of Colorado reports 
this species at Salida last summer, 


and says that it is spreading in Delta 


county on the western slope in the 
irrigated region,
